to Dungmenkou (#& PY 58.) (cannot be located). According to he 
Chinsse the beat was sailing near the Korean shore but was o4 the 
Chinese side of the houndary. 


The Antung Garrison Command entered into direct negotiations with the 
Kussian Command in Sinuiju (12%27,40-08! dealing with a Colonet 
Kie~la-fu-fu (Chinese phoneticization of Russian name), “he boat, carge,

‘he neoblem has been referred to the Central Government. Aeceur@ine to

command, There have been several cases of beats being fired wpor., 
The result has been the stopping of all navigation upon the river in- 
cluding the small fishing vessels with the exception of 6 small emount
